ment is not reached and whether in 
the event of failure virtual mediation 
would be accepted, the miners re- 
fused to make answer.

Preparation for the biggest street 
paving program in -the history of 
Atlanta, involving immediately fifty 
different projects to cost more than 
a half million dollars, were made 
Friday by the street committee of city 
council following offictal word from 
the. staté capitel that the omnibus 
charter revision bill had passed, re- 
pealing the 10 per cent maintenance 
feature of the baby bond paving plan. 

Other eharter changes were to au- 
thorize one more bank as city depos- 
itory, the bank to be designated by 
councij in addition to present deposi- 
tories to charge fees for issuing build- 
ing permits; to empower the city 
to build sewer connections up fo 
the property line and assess preperty 
owners for the cost ;.to empower coun- 
cil te designate a registrar for all 
voters in city eleetions instead of mak- 
ing the county tax collector registrar. 

Ten Per: Cent Feature. » 

The 10 per cent feature of the baby 
bond plan had been the object of 
criticism since shortly after its adop- 
tion two years ago. .It compelled 
the city to appropriate 10 per cent 
of the total amount of each paving 
contract let and to-deposit that money 

for ten years, to 
serve as a widrantee to property own- 
ers that the street would be main-. 
tained’ in good condition. 

When the city found itself in strait- 
ened circumstanees at the beginning 
of this year, it reduced, its appropri- 
ation for the guarantee fund to $41,- 
000, “enough to legalize the paving of 
less than half the streets for which 
property owners petitioned and for 
which property owners agreed to pay 
in full. Forty petitions, it was 
found, would have to go over until 
next year before any attention could 
be paid to them at all, unless the 10 
per cent provision were repealed by 
the ‘assembly.

Victims Had Planned a

Following a heated argument ovel 
whisky raids conducted without war- 
rants, E. C. Stigall, head of the po 
lice vice squad shot and fatally 
wounded W. H. Hames, private detec 
tive, and wounded J, H. Kirk, police+ 
man discharged for alleged protee 
tion to bootleggers, and Ernest Stan- 
ton, investigator in the law offices 
of Captain W. 8. Coburn, at the cor 
ner of Houston and Courtland streets 
early Friday evening. 

The police committee of city coun: 
cil, in session an hour after the shoot- 
ing, passed a resolution completely ex- 
onerating Stigall for blame in 
shooting and commending him for do- 
ing his duty. The resolution wag 
passed after Jesse Armistead, chair- 


that he was convinced that the three 
wounded men were mortal enemies of 
Stigail and that Hames: had fold him 
Thursday that “he intended to get 
Stigdll ‘one way or another.”

“These three men came to my office 
Thursday,” Armistead told the com- 
inittee, “and told me that they knew 
that Officer Stigall and his partner 
were crooks and that they could prove 
it Friday right if I would go with 
them to a certain place where whis-

to explain,-and to the generous broad- 
mindedness, free from any. unwise 
prejudices, of the eminent American 
understand the 
fundamental problems that Mexico is 
now facing, namely the eeonomic and 
moral betterment of the people in 
harmony with the developments of 
foreign interests invested in the 
country.” | 

The full text of President Obregon’s 
statement follows: 

‘The work of the nae jinn gg. of 
can commission, constituted 
Honorables Mr. Charles B. Wastes 
and Mr. John B. Payne as representa- 
tives of the president of the United 
States, and Mr. Ramon Ross and Mr. 
Fernando Gonzales Roa, as own 
representatives in ‘my Sosats of 
president of Mexico, having been con- 
cluded, it is now my duty to inform 
the eountry regarding the manner in 


which that work was carried out, and 
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the aifficulties which up to the pres- 
ent time have been obstacles to the 
resumption of diplomatic relations be- 
tween the two governments.

ANNEXATION BILLS

' Records of the recent session of 
the Georgia general assembly disclos- 
ed Friday that the bills introduced 
by the Fulton delegation, providing 
for annexation of East Point, Col- 
lege Park and Hapeville by the city 
of Atlanta, were adopted by both 
branches of the legislature and there- 
fore are not included in the measures 
held over as unfinished business on 
the last night of the session. 

The annexation bill providing for 
extension of Atlanta’s corporate lim- 
its so as to take in the three suburbs, 
was confused on the final night’s_ses- 
sion with an annexation measure pro- 
viding for extension of the Atlanta 
corporate limits so as to take in cer- 
tain territory on Marietta street and 
the union stockyards, which was 
emended in the upper house and was 
not acted upon in the lower house. 

The amendment was submitted by 
Senator G. W. Lankford request, 
in the senate, and provided that all 
city department heads of Atlanta be 
vested with the power so as to exer- 
cise complete contro] over their re- 
spective departments. It was drawn 
by Representative John Y. Smith, who 
later announced that the principal 
reason for the measure was to enable 
Chief James L. Beavers to assume 
complete control over the local police 
department.

BARTLETT PLANNING 
TRIP THROUGH ARCTIC 


Washington, August 17.—Details 
of a plan to explore a water route 
northeastward from Alaskan waters 
through the Arctic regions were an- 
nounced here today by Captain Robert 


A. Bartlett, commander of the famous 
ship Roosevelt 


_ on which Admiral! 
Peary made bis voyage of discovery 


toward the north pole. 


Captain Bartlett said he proposed 
to leave Seattle next June or July, 
pass through Bering Strait, and then 
drift eastward with the ice to Green-

A party of ten, including scientists 
who can make an expert survey of 
the northern regions, will be taken on 
the expedition. A wooden, non-mag-

CONFESSES SETTING 
MORE THAN 25 FIRES 


Sacramento, Cal, August 17.— 
Charges of first degree murder prob- 
ably will be filed against F. Padilla, 
who, according to police, confessed to 
setting. more’ than twenty-five fires in 
California, among them that of the 

apanese ,mission school here, in 
which ten children lost their lives last 


April, it was announced here today by’ 
District Attorney J. J. Henderson. 


Based upon the alleged confession, 
the police and agents of the state ar- 
son bureau estimate the property 
damage to be more than $5,000.000. 

Most of his activities, covering 
period of less than a _ year, have been 
directed against the homes and busi- 
nees houses of Japanese, the police de- 
clare. Asked why he had set the fires. 
Padilla, who is a Mexican, replied 
through an interpreter, the officers’ 

id, that he “liked the excitement 
they created.” | 

The officers in charge of the in- 
vestigation expressed the belief that 
Padilla set the fires because of some 
undisclosed motive or that he is in-

What we need these days, I wish the 
Jack London school of educators could 
learn, is hard boned, sound toothed 
men. Many an untutored person im- 
agines iron confers physical strength, 
will power or beauty. 

Twenty years ago there was some 
difference of opinion on the question 
of the relative value of organic and 
inorganic iron for man, some ingen- 
ious theories being offered to sup- 
port the idea that only organic iron 
is utilized by man. But the question 
was put to the test of actual experi- 
mentand accurate chemical analyses, 
and it was soon proved that the body 
utilizes inorganic (mineral) fron as 
readily as organic iron, Mineral or 
inorganic iron is the form in which 
this element is present in certain 
mineral waters and some of the best 
medicinal preparations, while organi¢ 
iron istheform present in such foods 
as spinach, peas, beans, prunes, egg 
yolk, oatmeal, entire wheat, almonds, 
lettuce, lean beef, etc. 

A state of anemia (weakened blood) 
can seldom be due to a shortage of 
individual’s diet is 
abnormally restricted for iron is pres- 
ent in so many foods that it is rather; 
difficult to avoid getting the quantity 
required daily—about one-fourth grain 
for each person. Many artificially 
fed infants achieve anemia from such 
an iron shortage, because in order to 
obtain the daily iron ration the in- 
fant must take the equivalent of a 
quart of fresh milk. which is more 
than very young infants take in a day, 
so that infants have to levy on the 
surplus store of iron with which they 
have been born, unless something is 
added to the diet to supply iron. 
Nursing infants get all the iron they 
need. 

Adults sometimes achieve anemia by 
confining themselves for long periods 
to an unsuitable diet, such as white 
bread and tea, polished rice, cheese, 
fat pork, bacon, olive oil, refined 
sugars, starches, confectionery. Pos- 
sibly persons who use cakes, ice cream 
and confections to the practical ex- 
clusion of fruits as delicacies or des- 
serts, may suffer an iron shortage. 
Such a good authority as Van 
Noorden asserts that a generous sup- 
ply of fresh fruits and vegetables is 
of the greatest importance in the 
normal development of the body, and 
that it would be better to lean toward 
vegetarianism in the feeding of chil- 
dren than to feed them as though 
they were carnivora. If we limit 
the use of fresh fruits or vegetables 
there is a sluggishness of blood forma- 
tion and a lack of the reserve force 
which is stored in the liver, spleen and 
bone marrow in health.

With the new bat 
he started on a batting spree that has 
brought his home run total to 29 and 
his average to the .400 mark. 

Crawford’s bat, which has been 
named “Betsy Bingle,” is constructed 
of four sections of the very best se- 
le wood, so that it is uniform 
throughout and can be held in any 
manner by the batsman without pay- 
ing any attention to the grain of the 
wood, four sections are glued 
together. So cleverly are the bats 
made that it is impossible to deter- 
mine where the sections are joined,

Some idea of the care and expense 
of the construction of the bat can be 
gleaned from the fact that the new 
bat retails for $8, while the ordinary 
bat used by big league players costs 
only $2. ere is much more drive 
to the new bat because of its unusual 
construction. !

Ruth’s bat is not a trick bat 
but simply an improvement on the old 
style. A four-piece \ bat is much 
stronger than a one-piece affair and 
of course has much more driving

SUPERFLUOUS HAIR. 
This afternoon I’ve been reading a 


pamphlet on treating superfluous hair. 
it’s a most discouraging pamphlet; it 
doesn’t seem to think much of any 
form of treatment. Depilatories which 
contain anys hing strong enough to de- 
stroy the hair will hurt the skin, it 
says, and there I thoroughly agree 
with it. : 

If depilatory powder is ever used, 
it should be left on only long enough 
to cut off the hair at the surface of 
the skin, and washed away before the 
skin is at all irritated, But this re- 
quires careful calculation, for «some 
skins are much more sensitive than 
others. 

The x-ray treatment which destroys 
the hair is said also te destroy the 
glands of the skin. Eleetrolysis, or the 
electric needle treatmen destroys 
only the root of the hair and is per- 
nent in effect and harmless, ut 
tiere is often a return of from 10 to 
50 per cent of the hairs, so the face 
has to be gone over several times. It 
is a slow and costly treatment and 
should be done by ar expert so there 
will be no scars, 

Hair on the legs or under the arm- 
pits should be shayed off. Fine hair 
on the upper -lip should be treated 
with a mixture of fresh roxide of 
hydrogen and ammonia. I have found 
a half-and-half mixture effective. Put 
it on with absorbent cotton and make 
it fresh every time, This bleaches the 
hair and finally . discourages its

One expert on .household cookery 
estimates that three or four hours a 


day should be devoted to food prepa- | 


ration alone. Apparently this 
necessary if generall acleptable 
dishes are to be made from the very 
cheapest cuts of meat and with the 
least expensive foods generally. 

But you will find very often 
that when you spend a very long time 
in food pre} ration you are using ex- 
pensive, rather than inexpensive foods. 

Now bere is a good rule to follow, 
if you are a busy housewife and do 
not have any too much time. Never 
spend more time in getting a dish 
ready than is necessary to make it 
wholesome and appetizing. If you 


| have bought. lamb chops, they are 


as good as they can be broiled with 
the minimum expense of time. The 
same thing applies to beefsteaks, ‘leg 
of lamb, loin of lamb, loin of pork, 
and loin of beef. It is always foolish 
to make elaborate concoctions out of 
meat that may be plain broiled or 
roasted. 

Most fruits are good, as they can 
be served “au natural,” and general- 
ly more wholesome that way. Plain 
stewed fruits are also easy to pre- 
pare, and more wholesome than fruit 
puddings or fruits made into elab- 
orate conserves, 

When women gook for each other 
they are inclified to make elaborate, 
time-exhausting dishes. For after- 
noon refreshments and luncheqns you 
will find these dishes generally chos- 
en. Apparently it seems like a-com- 
pliment to a guest to make a dish 
that demands time and skill, even 
though the same food served plain 
would be just as palatable. And when 
women know that they .are cooking 
for other women with a knowledge of 
how much time has been taken in 
preparation of these elaborate dishes, 
they are willing to expend the enerzy. 
Perhaps it is well worth while. But 
remember that most men have little 
means of appreciating these elaborate 
concoctions. Plain breiled or roasted 
meats are to them as good as cro- 
quettes or meat souffles.

N LIQUIDATION: 


Chicago, August 17.—Assertions 
that some grades of Canadian wheat 
are close to an import basis into the 
United States had a bearish effect 
today on the wheat market here, Li- 
quidating sales became of greater 
volume than could be readily absorb- 
ed, and final quotations were heavy, 
5-8 to 11-8 cents net lower, with 
September 99 3-4 to 997-8 cents and 
December $103 7-8@104. Corn closed 
1-8 cents off to 15-8 cents advance, 
oats 1-4 to 3-8 cents down and pro- 
visions varied from 7 cents decline to 
10 cents gain. 

Although the wheat market showed 
an upward tendency during the first 
half of the board of trade session, 
the apparent strength: was due more 
to lack of offerings than to any spe- 
cial demand. Elevator interests here 
were buyers of the September delivery 
but they were also.at the same time 
sellers of December. Under such cir- 
cumstances, the attention of the gen- 
eral trade gradually focused on re 
ports which were current that the 
poor quality wheat of Canada, de- 
barred from any adequate European 
outlet was likely to seek entrance by 
rail into the United States, despite 
hindrance from 35 cents a bushel duty. 

Word that small lots of domestic 
wheat bought for shipment to Eu- 
rope were being sold back tended to 
emphasize the bearish sentiment which 
developed during the last part of the 
day, and also tended to stress the 
likelihood of imports from Canada. In 
this connection, it was estimated that 
owing to United States vessels with- 
drawing from Canadian traffic, Can- 
ada would be unable to move more 
than 650,000,000 bushels this season 
down the lakes, for trans-Atlantic 
use, 

Shorts anxious to even up accounts 
brought about a decided bulge in the 
price of September corn. Other de- 
liveries of corn and all deliveries of 
oats were easy in line with wheat.

Harris, indicted by the federal grand 
jury on a charve of conspiracy and 
arrested yesterday upon bench war- 
rants, gave bond before Commissioner 
J. C’ Morecock, in the United States 
district court. 

F. H. aar, Sr., and William H. 
Haar furnished bond in the sum of 
$10,000 each, as did Johnny Harris.
